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ANNUAL  REPORT 

To  the  Philadelphia  Society  for  the  Establishment  and  Support 
of  Charity  Schools. 


While  no  striking  event  has  occurred  during  the  past  year  to 
arrest  the  attention  of  the  Society,  the  members  will  be  grati- 
fied to  learn  that  the  Schools  continue  in  a flourishing  condition. 
Mr.  Louderback  has,  by  his  zeal,  industry,  and  success,  realized 
the  expectations  of  the  Board,  formed  when  he  took  charge  of 
the  Boys’  Grammar  School.  Seven  boys  have  been  admitted 
from  this  School  into  the  High  School.  Miss  Deborah  Cox, 
greatly  to  the  regret  of  the  Managers,  resigned  her  charge  of  the 
Secondary  School  on  the  twenty-third  day  of  March  last.  This 
amiable  lady  possessed  in  a high  degree,  the  qualifications  requi- 
site for  a good  teacher,  and  her  energies  were  devoted  to  the 
faithful  discharge  of  her  duties.  The  Board  were  fortunate  in 
obtaining  Miss  Mary  L.  Banning’s  services,  on  Miss  Cox’s  re- 
signation. She  has  fully  maintained  the  high  character  of  the 
School. 

In  the  literary  department  of  the  Girls’  School,  the  Teachers 
have  discharged  their  duties  with  their  accustomed  success.  In 
the  sewing  department,  under  the  judicious  management  of  Mrs. 
Wright,  the  girls  are  instructed  in  the  various  branches  of  needle- 
work. 

The  study  of  Algebra  has  just  been  introduced  into  the  Boys’ 
Grammar  School. 

With  a view  of  promoting  the  health  and  comfort  of  both 
teachers  and  pupils,  the  ventilation  of  the  School  rooms  has  been 
improved,  and  a furnace  substituted  for  the  stoves. 

The  Beck  School  House  is  still  held  under  lease  to  the  Con- 
trollers of  the  Public  Schools.  The  Kensington  property  remains 
as  at  the  last  report.

The  old  dwelling  house,  North  Fifth  street,  became  so  much 
decayed,  that  it  was  no  longer  worth  repairing,  and  it  was 
deemed  most  advisable  to  pull  it  down  and  erect  a suitable 
building  on  the  lot.  A neat  and  commodious  four  story  brick 
dwelling  has  been  constructed,  and  rents  for  $450  per  annum. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  who  have  enjoyed  the  benefits 
of  education  in  the  Schools,  under  the  care  of  the  Society,  ex- 
ceeds seventeen  thousand. 

While  the  Public  Schools  are  numerous  and  excellent,  the 
number  of  applicants  for  admission  into  your  Schools  has  increas- 
ed, and  is  much  greater  than  can  be  admitted. 

During  the  year  1849,  the  whole  number  of  admissions  was 
151,  viz.,  62  boys,  89  girls  ; and  during  the  same  period  153 
left  the  Schools;  63  boys  and  91  girls. 

The  Teachers’  Reports  will  present  the  usual  details. 

In  the  Treasurer’s  account,  will  be  found  a statement  of  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Society.

BOYS’  GRAMMAR  SCHOOL. 

Philadelphia , December  28,  1849. 
Board  of  Managers  of  the  Walnut  Street  School. 

Gentlemen: — I respectfully  submit  to  your  notice,  the  Report 
of  the  Boys’  Grammar  School,  for  the  year  1849. 

The  School  numbered,  at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  48 
scholars,  since  which  time  there  have  been  admitted  40  more, 
14  from  the  Secondary  School,  and  28  by  the  Admission  Com- 
mittee. 

During  the  same  period,  41  have  been  discharged,  seven  of 
whom  were  admitted  into  the  High  School,  the  remainder  have 
mostly  gone  to  some  trade,  or  other  occupation. 

The  average  daily  attendance  during  the  year  was  43.  The 
number  now  on  the  roll  is  47. 

The  number  of  branches  of  study  taught  in  the  School  has 
been  augmented  by  the  addition  of  Algebra;  the  Board  having 
selected  for  that  purpose  a work  by  Alsop. 

In  the  hope  that  our  exertions  during  the  past  year  have  met 
with  the  approbation  of  the  Board,

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SECONDARY  DEPARTMENT. 

Gentlemen: 

Within  the  past  year  thirty-six  pupils  have  been  admitted  into 
the  Secondary  Department.  During  the  same  time,  thirty-five 
have  been  discharged;  fourteen  of  whom  have  been  promoted  to 
the  Grammer  School,  twrenty-one  have  been  withdrawn,  most 
of  them  to  enter  upon  some  occupation.  The  present  number  is 
fifty-six,  affording  an  average  of  fifty-three.
